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Enbridge fails to address risk of ice

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Pipeline deal does not plan for when 
winter weather makes lake impassable

Canadian oil pipeline giant Enbridge 
Inc. bowed to pressure from the State of 
Michigan last month and agreed to not 
run oil through its two pipes lying on the 
bottom of the Straits of Mackinac in bad 
weather. 


Under the agreement the company 
reached with Michigan Gov. Rick Sny- 
der, the lines must be shut down when 
waves peak at 8 feet or higher. Such was 
the case on Dec. 5 when the pipelines 
were shut off for almost five hours after 
powerful winds roiled the waters that 
separate Lakes Michigan and Huron. 

The reason oil must stop flowing in

extreme weather is because, according 
to company spokesman Ryan Duffy, 
“the waves would impact trying to put 
boats out on the water” to corral and re- 
cover any spilled oil. 

But the new agreement with Michi- 
gan is silent on the similar problems 
that a wintertime blanket of ice would 
pose to an oil spill response effort. 

The arctic-like winter weather in far 
northern Michigan can create an ice 
cover as thick as 3 feet or more on the

NEW YORK - The suspect in an at- 
tempted terror attack near Times 
Square told investigators that he timed 
the assault to coincide 
with the Christmas sea- 
son for the greatest pos- 
sible impact — lashing 
out in the name of the Is- 
lamic State, a law en- 
forcement official said 
Monday. 

The official, who is not 
authorized to comment publicly while 
the investigation is ongoing, said 
Akayed Ullah, a Bangladesh native in 
the U.S. since 2011, has been cooperat-

First phase of building 
will cost $24 million

Marquette University is moving 
ahead with the first phase of construc- 
tion of a new athletic performance re- 
search center, but it will be built on a 
much smaller site in the heart of cam- 
pus instead of ona largely vacant area of 
downtown’s west side. 

Marquette announced last year that 
it would partner with Aurora Health 
Care to build the new research center, 
but Aurora’s role is now unclear.

From art to home goods 


Baylor will bring

People enjoy beautiful objects, es- 
pecially when they’re affordable. 

That insight led veteran Milwau- 
kee artist Reginald Baylor to shift 
from his traditional medium to in- 
stead putting images he creates on 
coffee mugs, pillows, counter tops, 
rugs and other household goods — a 
business that’s helping revive a his- 
toric Walker’s Point building. 

Baylor, one of Wisconsin’s best- 
known artists, has stopped painting. 
He’s leasing the first floor of a reno- 
vated building for a store to sell his 
new wares, which could expand to 
include similar items made by other 
local artists. 

‘Tm moving from fine arts to the 
design world,” Baylor said. “That’s a

good approach when you're looking 
at people interested in buying beauti- 
ful things.” 

Baylor’s journey as an artist and 
his use of vintage Walker’s Point 
space coincide with the revival of the 


formerly industrial neighborhood as 
a creative hub. 

And, while he’s excited about his 
new endeavor, eventually reaching 
that point from his decision to stop 
painting wasn't easy, Baylor said. 

“You just didn’t interview me 
when I was depressed,” he said, with 
a laugh. 

Other well-known artists have a 
powerful connection to mainstream 
culture that allows their work to be 
emblazoned on T-shirts, coffee mugs 
and other mass-produced objects. 

Think of Roy Lichtenstein, whose 
pop art includes the recognizable 
1964 work “Crying Girl.” Or the work 
of ‘80s New York street artist Keith 
Haring. 

Still, it’s unusual for a local artist, 
such as Baylor, to attempt that leap. 

Baylor’s shop will use around 
2,200 square feet at 211 W. Florida St. 
New owners Ryan Pattee and Dieter 
Wegner are redeveloping the build- 
ing, which includes upgrading a pair 
of apartments on the second floor.
